In spite of all efforts the 
flames jumped Water street and set 
lire to the Smyth block.

So veil was the fire 
handled at this point that the block 
was saved and the most damage was

The republican state conven- 
tion last biiramcr instructed for Mr 
Foraker for senator, and the repub- 
licans carried the day at the polls.

premises therefoie is for the legis- 
lature to elect Mr. ForaKfr and this 
duty will be discharged. The member- 
of that bo<iy v.he- should violaU1 his 


stiuctionK would expose himself to 


th( gravest suspicions, and bring his 
public c:m-'jr to an inglorious con- 
elusion. And if his constituents were 
of the inorf r-jbust sort he wight find 
It advisable not to re'urn home.

One scientist has 
declared that this discovery would 
change the whole basis of physiologic- 
al textbooks and make the writings ot" 
new ones necessary- 


In conducting his experiments Pro- 


fessor Loeb used pieces of muscle and 
live sea animals of the lower orders. 
When he put a jellyfish in contact with 
a solution of an electrically charged 
substance, he noticed that muscular 
action followed. When a jellyfish wi'.s 
placed in a substance Avhich u:is a 
nonconductor, no movements resulted.
